(AP) - For 
the second time in two weeks, 
en Allegheny Airlines propjet 
crashed in bad weather while 
trying to land at the Bradford 
Airport.

Seventeen others, most of them 
left hanging from their seat­ 
belts when the Convair 580 flip­ 
ped upside down Monday night, 
crawled to safety on a snow- 
swept golf course. 
A 10-man investigating team 
from the National Transporta­ 
tion Safety Board, concerned 
about the “ amazing similari­ 
ties” of the two accidents went 
to work today to find out what 
happened. A similar team has 
been investigating the Christ­ 
mas Eve crash of an Allegheny 
High eight miles away that 
killed 20 of 47 persons aboard. 
“There was no panic,” said 
Sandy Cherico of North East, 
Pa., a passenger. “It all hap­ 
pened too fast. “The ‘no-smok­ 
ing’—sign had already come on 
and the stewardess was check­ 
ing the seat belts.” 
Suddenly, said John Schacke, 
16. of Mechanicsburg, Pa., “it 
felt like someone was slamming 
the left side with a hammer. We 
ran into tree limbs, turned over 
and slid. I wound up hanging 
upside down. Someone yelled to 
go out the hack.” 
Outside tl>e survivors organ­ 
ized and went bark for those 
who couldn't, get out. 
“No one was thinking of them­ 
selves,” said Chet M eservey, 
56, of Downingtown, Pa. “We 
were just trying to get out ev­ 
erybody we could. 'Hie school 
boys were wonderful. They han­ 
dled themselves like men. I’m 
proud of them.” 
Allegheny Airlines, which has 
had three fatal plane crashes 
since it .started flying passen­ 
gers in 1959, said it had no rea­ 
son to believe there is any link 
between the two accidents near 
(he 2,100-foot-high Bradford Re­ 
gional Airport. There are no 
plans to stop any flights, a 
spokesman said

DIRECTOR MURPHY, in discussing the 
plight of law enforcement agencies, said, “They 
are unable to get qualified men Some young 
men are discouraged because they k now about 
all of the false charges of police brutality . . , A 
v ery high percentage of the charges against po­ 
lice are not brutality or misconduct They are ei­ 
ther v iciousness or simply misunderstanding by 
citizens.” 


Citing low pay and the slanderous attack s 
against police as the causes of the recruitment 
crisis, the law-enforcement specialist oh.serv cd: 


“Thousands of Chicago pfilice did a marv cl- 
mi.s job We won’t find much news about those. 
W'e will he hearing for a long time about the 
few who lost control.”

Steel men may hav e been more successful in 
dealing with the* import problem than the fact 
they failed to get Congress to go for quotas 
would suggest. 
Refusal of Congress to adopt import restric­ 
tions proposed by the steel industry is only part 
of the story. 


THE CONCERTED EFFORT in behalf of im­ 
port quotas alarmed Japan and Western Eu­ 
rope, the .source of 40 per cent of steel imports 
into this counrty. 


Officials in Wa.shington hav e disclosed there 
is a “good chance” foreign exporters will agree 
to a v oluntary ceiling on steel shipments to the 
United States. 


A v oluntary ceiling is not as appealing to 
American steel mak ers as the security offered 
by quotas WTitten into law, but it would help 
ease the threat to the U.S. economy. 
Congress has been treading lightly in the quo­ 


ta matter for fear of setting off a series of re­ 
taliatory measures and disrupting international 
trade. 
Howev er, if the v oluntary program fails to 
dev elop, or i.s inadequate, (’ongress will be 
faced with a reas.sessment of its position. 
The Department of Commerce estimates that 
imports will account for 17 per cent of all .steel 
consumption in America this year — up from 12 
per cent a year ago and 4 7 per rent in 19ri) 
Continuation of the trend of imports eating 
away at the domestic steel mark et spells disas­ 
ter. 
American steel producers are at the end of 
the line in the competition race wi’h foreign im­ 
ports. Their argument that they cannot compete 
with foreign producers because of high Ameri­ 
can wage lev els and the fact the U S. gov ern­ 
ment does not .subsidize the indu.stry is a sound 
one. 
Relief is sure to come, whether it is v oluntary 
or mandatory. 


Railroads, which in recent years hav e fallen 
back before the adv ance of other modes of 
transportation, are anticipating a comeback . In 
some respects the comeback already is under 
way. 
Operating rev enues reached new highs last 
year ov er 1967 and a new record was set in the 
mov ing of nearly 745 billion ton-miles of freight. 
Many railroad officials are rejxirted to be antic­ 
ipating that 1%9 will be a prosperous year for 
the industry. 


PAS.SEN(iER TRAEEIf’, howev er, has con­ 
tinued its long decline and. in 1968, dropped 14 
per cent. 
But the railroad.s are ev en optimistic alKnit 
rec*ouping .« ome of the lost passenger traffic. 
They are eyeing Jan. 16 when the long-delayed, 
high-speed train between Washington and New 
York begins running. 
The electric-powered Penn Central train will 
mak e the run from New York to Washington in 
two hours and 59 minutes, a full hour faster 
than present trains. Boston will be tied into the 
run at a later date. Many believ e the new 
trams will result in the return of trains as im­ 
portant passenger transportation. 
But one aspect of passenger serv ice which 
apparently is not scheduled for rejuv enation is 
t he sleeping car serv ice. The Pullman Co. 
turned ov er its sleeper serv ice to the railroads 
Wednesday and with it a part of the fading 
romance of railroading. 


SOME 20 RAIL LINES that maintain sleeping 
ca r service still will hav e white-jack eted por- 
to-s but t here is no guarantee that the green- 
curt ained corridors will be the same for long. 
Layof f s are anticipated among the 325 Pullman 
port ers remaining today from a force that once 
wa s 2,300 men strong. 
Railroads, which’ once carried the firture of 


America on the'r fast-turning wheels and then 
slipped almz^t out of the picture of progress, 
now are roaring ahead again full throttle, 
through economics-ordered mergers, dev elop­ 
ment of new techniques, new imginoering and 
new trains. 


I'ryjiVG Lie 


The name of Trygv e Lie, the United Nations’ 
first secretary general, was almost a household 
word in the late 1940s when the world organiza­ 
tion was in its infancy. 
Death claimed the world diplomat Monday in 
hi.s nativ e Norway. 
During his 72 years, he fashioned a distin­ 
guished career which was capjied by serv ing as 
tfie U.N.’s first top administrator. 


He succes-sfully guided the infant world or­ 
ganization through trying times when it was 
wrack ed by Russian v etoe.s, the cold war and 
the Korean conflict. During the eight years he 
serv ed as secretary' general, he trav eled thou- 
.sands of miles in attempting to k eep peace or 
bring it about, and in trying to k eep the U N 
aliv e and functioning. 
Norway and the world has lo.st a distin­ 
guished citizen. The United Nations has lost one 
of its first heroes, The cause of peace has lost a 
man of stature who serv ed diligently, while the 
duty was his, to bring v ictory.

Reiither. p r e s i d e n t of the 
United Auto Work ers 
Belgrade had not seen any­ 
thing .such as this gathering 
of the successful proletariat. 
There in the capital of that 
Sociali.st nation, Marshal Tito 
and President Reuther had a 
long and friendly talk . Both 
were pleased. Both talk ed as 
sophisticates k nowledgeable in the ways of old 
and new mov ements. 
F’or 
a n ot he r 
six days, Reuther ambled 
through Yu,gosIav ia’s garden spots. On Dec. 18 
he flew to the U.S. On the niglit czf Dec. 19, he 
was in New York On the morning of the ‘2i)th. 
he spok e long and priv ately w'ith President-elwt 
Richard Ni.xon. 


It is reported by the usual “authoritativ e,” al­ 
beit anonymous, sources that Mr. Nixon and 
Mr. Reuther did dricuss the conv ersation bt» - 
tween the leader of Yugoslav ia’s gov ernment 
(and I/cague of Communists) and Mr, Raither. 
It’s all pack aged in a silence which is unusually 
tight.ev en for the New York sk yscraper induc­ 
tion “White House.” But here Mr, Nixon is on 
sensitiv e eggshells. 


Walter Reuther is the first American lalxm 
leader to “ rwognize” Marsha] Tito and the Yu­ 
goslav union federation. The A’ugoslav labor 
“ mov ement.” housed in a fortress-type building 
on a Belgrade square, is considered by George 
Meany and the AFL-CIO to be a section of the 
world Communist organization, ev en if it is a 
dis'senting one, 


VIRTl'VLI.Y AIJ4 OF Ameriea’s labor ehu'fs 
agree with the implacable Ce<Tge Meany, 
who.se puL-ating attack s on Cximmunisls' inter­ 
continental operations hav e made his broad 
back the target of intense Moscow and Pek ing 
propaganda bla.sts for decades. 
Such blasts hav e come from Marshal Tito’s 
labor mov '» ment as well, Belgrade too has been 
stung by .Mr. Meany’s frequent charges that 
Yugoslav unions merely are agencies to sp<H,'d 
up production for the Communi'-’t gov ernment:

THI S MR. REUTHER'S v isit is a challenge, 
among other thrusts aimed at Mr Meany and 
the AFl/-(’10's powerful influence on American 
foreign policv .

Postal Ideality 


Efforts by residents of Ohioville to obtain a 
centralized post office deserve the full support 
of federal authorities involved in granting such 
a request. For a growing community of some 
5,000 to depend upon five different mailing 
channels — Industry, Beaver, 
Beaver Falls, 
Darlington and Smiths F erry — seems unnec- 
cessarily complex and is undeniably confusing. 
Certainly the residents want their own postal 
identity with their own community, but any 
move to simplify and improve the mail service 
by establishing a single post office facility w ar­ 
rants action as soon as possible. 


Police Recruitment Problem 


It had to happen. It was inevitable that a po­ 
lice recruiting crisis would develop — especial­ 
ly after “ Chicago ” 
Now it is a m atter of record. Patrick V. Mur­ 
phy, first director of the Justice D epartm ent's 
new law enforcement assistance administration, 
has announced that recruitm ent problems are 
keeping police forces of most big cities IO per 
cent below their manpower needs 


DIRECTOR MURPHY, in discussing the 
plight of law enforcement agencies, said, “They 
are unable to get qualified men 
Some young 
men are discouraged because they know about 
all of the false charges of police brutality . . . A 
very high percentage of the charges against po­ 
lice are not brutality or misconduct The\ are ei­ 
ther viciousness or simply misunderstanding by 
citizens.” 


Citing low pay and tho slanderous attacks 
against police as the causes of the recruitm ent 
crisis, the law-enforcement specialist observed: 


‘‘Thousands of Chicago police did a m arvel­ 
ous job. We won’t find much news about those. 
We will be hearing for a long time about the 
few who lost control.” 


UNLESS THIS PROBLEM of recruitm ent can 
be solved, other crises directly attributable to it 
m ay be expected to develop Crime may be ex­ 
pected to rise even faster than at the present, 
to name just one. 


Solution of the recruitment problem is largely 
in the hands of the people. They can have the 
kind of police departm ents they demand But 
they m ust establish the conditions to make it 
possible. 


New Anole On Imports 


Steel men may have been more successful in 
dealing with the import problem than the fact 
they failed to get Congress to go for quotas 
would suggest. 
Refusal of Congress to adopt import restric­ 
tions proposed by the steel industry is only part 
of the story. 


THE CONCERTED EFFORT in behalf of im ­ 
port quotas alarm ed Japan and Western Eu­ 
rope, the source of 40 per cent of steel imports 
into this counrty. 


Officials in Washington have disclosed there 
is a “good chance” foreign exporters will agree 
to a voluntary ceiling on steel shipments to the 
United States. 


A voluntary ceiling is not as appealing to 
American steel m akers as the security offered 
by quotas written into law, bet if would help 
ease the threat to the U.S. economy. 
Congress has been treading lightly in the quo­ 


ta m atter for fear of setting off a series of re­ 
taliatory measures and disrupting international 
trade. 
However, if the voluntary program fails to 
develop, or is inadequate, Congress will be 
faced with a reassessm ent of its position. 
The Department of Commerce estim ates that 
imports will account for 17 per cent of all steel 
consumption in America this year — up from 12 
per cent a year ago and 4 7 per cent in 1960 
Continuation of the trend of imports eating 
away at the domestic steel m arket spells disas­ 
ter. 
American steel producers are at the end of 
the line in the competition race with foreign im ­ 
ports. Their argum ent that they cannot compete 
with foreign producers because of high Ameri­ 
can wage levels and the fact the U.S. govern­ 
ment does not subsidize the industry is a sound 
one. 
Relief is sure to come, whether it is voluntary 
or mandatory.

Railroads, which in recent years have fallen 
back before the advance of other modes of 
transportation, are anticipating a comeback. In 
some respects the comeback already is under 
way. 
Operating revenues reached new highs last 
year over 19t!7 and a new record was set in the 
moving of nearly 745 billion ton-miles of freight. 
Many railroad officials are reported to be antic­ 
ipating that 1969 will bi' a prosperous year for 
the industry. 


PASSENGER TR \F F f f , however, has con­ 
tinued its long decline arid. in 1968, dropped ll 
per cent.

Th? problem of how to deal with the Pueblo 
affair is not a simple one Rut the record is 
clear that American crewmen had not larded 
on any for,,'gn shore and were merely traveling 
in a vessel in adjacent wafers They were sud­ 
denly se'zed and taken ashore, where they were 
subjected to acts of cruelty b\ their captors. 


IF THE UNITED STATES does nothing about 
the incident, it will certainly appear to the rest 
of the world that grave injury can he inflicted 
upon the men of our arm ed services without 
anv measures of reprisal being taken. 
The w’hole subject, of course, is under study 
inside the American government but nothing 
has been said to indicate whether any protest 
will lie made. Members of Congress are waiting 
to see what the State Departm ent is going to do 
before they come out with demands tliat some 
action should lie promptly taken

“ There are clearly require­ 
m ents for a strong space pro­ 
gram ,'' the graying, 50-vear-old 
Seamans told newsmen.

What 
do you advise? 
A—Sweat stains may be blue, 
green, red or black and are 
caused by pigment - producing 
bacteria except in some per­ 
sons whose stained sweat, comes 
from chemicals they are work­ 
ing with. Y e l l o w or orange 
sweat may be caused bv jaun­ 
dice. pregnancy or Hip fungus, 
Nocradia. You should have a 
skin specialist determ ine t h e 
exact cause in your case.

A—Normal sweating c o o l s 
and flushes the skin and thus 
performs a necessary function. 
Antiperspirants do not complete­ 
ly shut off your perspiration 
but may cause a rebound—ex­ 
cessive sweating as soon as the 
j antiperspirant effect wears off.

Ask City Income l ax Hike 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P l-T h e 
Ohio G eneral Assembly, which 
usually moves slowly into its 
lawmaking, was confronted on 
its first day Monday with a con­ 
troversial bill to raise city in 
come taxes. 
Sen. 
John 
H 
Weeks 
R 25 
Cleveland, apparently worried 
about proposals for a county 
based income tax, introduced 
two bills in the Senate. 
One would allow city councils 
to adopt a maximum 2 per cent 
city income tax without a vote 
of the people. The present limit 
is I per cent. 
The bill provides that a tax of 
more than 2 per cent would 
have to be approved by a simple 
m ajority at an election. To in 
crease the present 1 per cenI 
tax a 55 per cent majority is 
needed. 
W’eeks also introduced a hill 
to allow a municipality three 
years to notify a taxpayer of 
delinquent income taxes and an 
additional 
six years 
for 
re­ 
covery of those taxes. 
A legislative committee study­ 
ing tax revision, headed by Rep. 
Albert H. Sealy Jr. R 84, Day­ 
ton, 
earlier 
proposed county- 
imposed taxes on income. 
Although the House confined 
itself to routine business, the 
Senate moved on to the intro­ 
duction of bills and resolutions. 
Both houses met for about two 
hours.

M ajor issues this session will

and new programs for educa­

The legislature will also deter­ 
mine how the $759 million pro­ 
vided in State Issue No. I pass­ 
ed by voters Nov. 5 will be

depart­ 
ments for capital construction. 
Controversial legislation will 
include juvenile court reform, 
statewide 
w ater 
fluoridation, 
recognition of public employe 
unions and Sunday liquor sales. 
At Monday’s Senate session 
three senators didn’t waste any 
time introducing a one time 
controversial proposal. The res­ 
olution proposes that the Ohio 
Constitution be amended to low­ 
er the state’s minimum voting 
age from 21 to 19. 
A sim ilar resolution will be 
introduced in the House with 
both cham bers expected to ap­ 
prove it. But before becoming 
effective it would have to be 
passed in a statewide referen­ 
dum.

AN SW I R: Most cameras produce pictures, on film, with 
light and dark reversed. These are called negatives. To 
obtain the finished positive picture, one must make a print 
from the negative on special paper. One kind of special 
camera is arranged to take a picture, develop a negative 
and make a finished print on paper from this. all within a 
few seconds. You take the finished picture right out of the 
camera. This is possible because the film roll \ou put in 
this camera has a paper roll fastened to it (I). Hie negative 
is exposed to the lens in the usual way and a picture 
registered on it But then, negative and positive papers are 
pulled between rollers. I his breaks a little package of 
developing chemicals. The negative is quickly developed, 
and is transferred over to the positive paper (A to K), so 
that when iou pull the two papers out of the camera you 
have a finished positive picture.
